In a fast-breaking, pre-balloting

Hanna, who has been a member 
of the Board of Commissioners 
since 1951, succeeding Edward 
McNear in an uncontested elec- 
tion when the latter moved to 
Woodside, said he is retiring be- 
cause of the press of other busi- 
ness and because he feels he has 
fulfilled an obligation of public 
service. 


During his three years on the 
board, he has been the only 
member of the three-man ag- 
ency from this city; in uncon- 
tested elections and appoint- 
ments through the vears it has 
evolved that one member of the 
board come from Atherton, an- 
other from unincorporated parts 
of the district and the third 
from Menlo Park. ce 


Ott, who resides with his wife 
and four children at 1120 Hillview 
drive, explained yesterday that he 
had been urged by several of his 
neighbors and associates to run 
for the office, 2nd added that he 
felt “happy to contribute (his) 
abilities as a civic duty.” 

At one time, he was a member 
of the Menlo Park planning com- 
mission. 

He is a past president of the 
Menlo Park Lions club, a past of- 
ficer of the Menlo-Atherton P-TA, 
an active member of the Hillview 
school Dad’s club and a member 
of Trinity Lutheran church of Pa- 
lo Alto, where he is a member of 
the board of elders. 

Hanna, the retiring commission- 
er, has resided in Menlo Park 
with his wife and daughter since 
1943. An official of the Johns- 
Mansville company, with offices 
in South San Francisco, he makes 
his home at 605 Cotton street. 

A contest in this year’s election 
still has time to develop. Closing 
date for filing as a candidate in 
the April 5 election is Feb. 24.

Completion of classroom addi- 
tions at Fremont school is about 
six weeks behind schedule and, 
Menlo Park School District trus- 
tees agreed Monday night: 

1. To send a letter to Bogdanich 
construction company, contrac- 
tors for

The penalty is applicable, said 
District Superintendent Mel 
Homfeld, because the district 
has been employing the inspec- 
tor at the rate of $600 per 
month, has had to continue 
renting rooms from the Baptist 
church at $150 a month and has 
| had to pay an estimated $60 per 
| month for janitorial services 
| Which would otherwise not ap- 
ply.

|25 Years Ago: 
Street Repaving 
‘Posed a Problem 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 years 
ago ‘this week, the following 
items were news>in the young 
community: 


STREET REPAIRS BLOCKED 

The Recorder of Feb. 8, 1929, 
reveals councilmen of the young 
city in dispute over how street re- 
pairs should be handled: 


“The City Council held a spe- 
cial session last Tuesday night for 
the purpose of considering ‘the 
street work problem and the out- 
come of the meeting was to stop 
the work of repairing the streets. 


“At the opening of the meeting 
Mayor Ellis stated that the meet- 
ing had been called to take up the 
matter of street work and Coun- 
cilman Walker stated that eight 
days work had been put in on 
Cambridge, Harvard and Yale 
streets and that the cost had been 
less than the $300 which had been 
allowed for the work. Walker ask- 
ed for another $300 for the same 
purpose, in order to continue the 
good work and then the fireworks 
began. He stated that at this time 

| the work could be done for much 

less than later as the rains had 
softened up the roadways thus 
making them easy to work. 


“Councilman Weeden said he 
was not opposed to fixing the 
streets but that he thought it 
should be done in the proper 
form. He did not believe in policy 
of evasion. “I think we should ask 
for bids. I would like to know 
| What it is going to cost,” he said. 


“Councilman Blake stated that 
the people are clamoring for and 
demanding better streets... 

“Weeden insisted that this work 
was only temporary and useless, 
and that bids should be called for 
and permanent work done... 

“Mayor Ellis at this point said 
that there was no use arguing any 
further as the Council was not 
unanimous and the meeting ad- 
journed.”

MPSD Maintenance 
Under Scrutiny 


Of Trustees 


How Menlo Park School dis- 
trict maintenance costs _are fig- 
ured and whether or not they are 
too high came under study of the 
district's board of trustees this 
week, in an effort to decide 
whether they are actually higher 
than in other districts or whether 
money is, in the long run, being 
saved. 


Submitted for the trustees’ 
study were time cards, designed 
to show how the district’s main- 
maintenancemen spend their time 
and figures, garnered by V. 
M. Babowal, which, he said, show 
“noncertificated costs of instruc- 
tion” as above those of every 
other school district in the coun- 


School District Superintend- 
ent Mel Homfeld said that much 
of the work done by mainten- 
ance men might legitimately 
be called “capital outlay.” For 
instance, he said, the construc- 
tion of “custom-made” shelves 
would cost a considerable 
amount of money if bought by 
bids, but can be done more 
cheaply by the maintenance 
men. 


Trustee Robin Hood said that’ 
in his opinion, the district might 
be “losing track” of capital out- 
lay expenditures; Trustee Phyllis 
Campbell countered that she saw 
no reason why small projects had 
to be paid out of bond monies. 


According to Babowal’s figures, 
the district spends $111.43 for 
costs other than those of certifi- 
cated personnel wages, per ADA 
each year.-Total cost of operation, | 
per average daily attendance of| 
pupils, is $294.79, he said. 

Mrs. Campbell observed that 
this still does not indicate that 
maintenance costs are out of line. 

Meanwhile, trustees agreed to! 
study “time cards” which the dis-} 
trict’s | maintenance department | 
started keeping last month, to see 
if costs were out of line.

Planning com- 
missioners, however, had pointed 
out that more than the required | 
offstreet parking was to be pro- 
vided and had expressed the opin- 
ion that the structure would be 
an asset to the area.
